When we will he 
able to combat it it is possible to say. 
“Infantile paralysis is a 
specific 
infection characterized 
by 
general 
ox emia. 
The heart, 
liver, 
kidneys 
and lymphoid tissues are affecteá. It 
results in degeneration of the gan­ 
glia of the spinal cord. 
“Its progress is marked by con­ 
gestion of the vessels of the cord 
which break down and discharge in­ 
to the spinal canal. 
Early degenera­ 
tion of the nerve fibers is a constant 
feature. 
From the 
destruction 
of 
areas of the spimfl eord results the 
paralysis which m ay effect 
only 
a 
certain muscle or group of muscles 
corresponding to the portion of the 
eord destroyed. 
“A portion of the eord destroyed 
is destroyed forever. There is no re- j 
pair possible. 
The early symptoms of the dis­ 
ease aer similar to those of any in­ 
fection. 
Headaches, nausea, febrile 
symptoms, and 
general pro at ration 
that might indicate anything. 
Then 
follows the paralysis.” 
Hope for victims was held out by 
Dr. John JV. Jobling, who said that 
the degeneration of the ganglia cells 
was a secondary symptom. 
“This beiifg the 
case,” 
he 
said, 
“ when the serum is found it will be 
possible to avert the disease before 
paralysis taken place. 
“The disease is paralleled by three 
others in men— rabies, 
denuge 
and 
yellow fever. 
I 11 animals it is paral­ 
leled by haog cholera, pleuro pneu­ 
monia and foot and mouth disease of 
cattle. 
“No serum has been found for hog 
cholera. 
The best that can be done 
is to inject the blood of diseased ani­ 
mals. 
This carries with it the serum, 
which has produced some slight re­ 
sults. 
“There arc changes in the spinal 
fined in human beings. 
As soon as 
the disease is suspected a lumbar 
puncture should be made 
and 
the 
spinal fluid ex amined. When the dis­ 
ease has progressed 
to 
the 
acute 
stage it is too late as the changes in 
the fluid has passed.” 
In the discussion of 
the 
disease 
that followed Dr. Ribertson’s address 
it developed that physicians have not 
been able to agree as to whether or 
not the disease i< actively infectious. 
No prophylactic measures have been 
a uthori tativelv rec ommeu ded. 
Tn Indiana there have been a num­ 
ber of cases of infantile paralysis 
the past year. Several deaths have 
occurred from it. one of the victims 
being a prominent young lady of Lo- 
ganjtfport. To the general public the 
disease is new although it has been

dem anded 
sho rter ho u rs, m o re pay, m o re m en to 
aid in their wo rk, and the im m ediate 
abo litio n o f whipping as a m eans o f 
pu nishm ent. 
The fact th a t the m u tineers had 
co ntro l o f the Minas G araes and the 
Sao Pau lo , the two large and po werfu l 
battleships o f the m o st m o dern type, 
is believ ed to be the cau se fo r the 
lenient treatm ent o f the rebels. These 
two v essels are the m o st fo rm idable in 
th e B razilian 
nav y, and th eir lo ss 
wo u ld be a sev ere m enace to the nav al 
su prem acy o f Brazil in So u th A m eri­ 
can w aters.

the do m inant o ne actu ating the go v ­ 
ernm ent in granting co m plete am nes­ 
ty to the m u tineers.

iting Committee—Soldiers' Home at 


Lafayette Alco Has Som t Urgent 


Needs Which Will Ee Presented. 


Lafayette, Iud., Nov. 26.—When the 
legislative committee of the general 
assembly arrives here to visit Purdue 
university and the soldiers’ home, 
President Stone of Purdue and Com­ 
mandant Haggard of the home will, 
respectively, present the needs of the 
two institutions. 
Purdue is badly in 
need of a library building. The pres 
eat structure serves as the registrar’s 
office, students’ chapel and also for 
classrooms, and it is hot possible so to 
arrange tho volumes that they can be 
handled easily. 
The rapidly growing 
collection of books is stacked in piles 
out of reach of those who might wish 
to use them. 
In every respect the li­ 
brary is behind the times, and a libra­ 
ry building is the university’s greatest 
need. It is said that an appropriation 
will also be asked for the dairy depart­ 
ment. which is now housed in the main 
agricultural building, using tile base­ 
ment. Tnere is talk of an armory be­ 
ing asked for, as the present one is an 
old wooden building not large enough 
to hold the student cadet corps. There 
are various other needs, and Purdue 
looks for a substantial recognition by 
the general assembly at the coming 
session. 
The state Soldiers' Home is badly 
overcrowded and the principal request 
will be for a new dormitory that will 
accommodate IOO persons, with living 
and sleeping quarters. 
Another im­ 
portant need is a nurses’ home. The 
nurses now occupy quarters in the hos­ 
pital. which is not large enough for 
this purpose, all th e room being need­ 
ed for patients. 
Commandant Hag- 
gaard will ask an appropriation for 
such a home and also one for repairs 
and improvements on 
the 
present 
buildings. 
The total enrollment at 
the home is above the 1,400 mark and 
is growing rapidly. 
Many are being 
kept on the waiting list because there 
no accommodations for more than* 
the present number.

REYES DENIES ST 


Old Genera! Says He Is Not Backing 


Present Insurrection. 
City of Mexico, Dec. 26.—The state­ 
ment which General Bernardo Reyes 
Issued from Paris, France, in regard 
to the situation in this country and in 
which he affirms his loyalty to the ad­ 
ministration of Diaz and belittles the 
present uprisings, hag been widely 
published in Mexico. It was wired by 
the government to ail parts of the re* 
public and orders given to the' authori­ 
ties of the different districts that the 
people be made acquainted with the 
statem ent. General Reyes deified the 
report that he intends to return to 
Mexico To take a hand iii the revolu­ 
tio n . and expressed the opinion that 
President Diaz, whom he described as 
a great patriot, would succeed in re­ 
storing order and afterward adopt 
effective measures for allaying the 
present popular discontent in Mexico. 
It cameras a telling blow to the ar­ 
dor and hopes of the revolutionary 
leaders who have been diligently cir­ 
culating Uie report that Reyes was 
back of the present movement and was 
even on his way to Mexico to assume 
command of tho revolutionary forces. 
General Reyes’s statem ent makes it 
proles bl© that tho army will remain 
loyal to the present administration, no 
m atter what the turn of events may 
be. 
It is th© hope in high official cir­ 
cles that the stand which General 
Reyes has taken will cause a speedy 
dissolution of the armed banda that 
are still roving in some parts of the 
country. 
The report is current that President 
Diaz will restore Reyes to his former 
position as minister of war when he 
enters upon his new administration.
